The main hope of the safety of the lega- 
tions is in the direction of fear of reprisals 
by the Chinese government. They will, it 
is belleved here, be protected until relieved 
by the allied forces or held as hostages by 
the Empress Dowager. ; 

The baffled relief force never reached 
Pekin, and is now back in Tien Tsin ter- 
ritory, terribly fatigued, and with many 
sick and wounded. It was due to Capt. 
McCalla of the Newark, who is command- 
er of the 1580 United States marines with 
Admiral Seymour, that the relief force was 
enabled to reach Tien Tsin at all. On 
landing Capt. McCalla took two weeks’ 
supplies for his men, whereas the allies had 
only five days’ stores. When the rations 
of the others were exhausted Capt. Me- 
Calla distributed his surplus supplies among 
the allies, and actually etaved off starva- 
tion. 

It is freely admitted that this action on 
the part of the Americans was a most im- 
portant element in saving Seymour's force. 

Col. Sestelle, with a force of 10,000 allies 
is now marching on Pekin to rescue the 
legations if they are there. This little 
army faces a horde of §,000 Chinese, which 
is rapidly being reinforced. The Chinese 
have many modern rapid-fire guns and are 
strongly entrenched along the line of march 
to the Chinese capital. 

Admiral Kempff’s refusal to join in the 
demand for the surrender of the Taku 
forts is regarded by Americans here as 
having been the best course to pursue. 

The wisdom-of his decision is now evi- 
dent, it having induced the conclusion of 
the allied admirals not to arouse the Chi- 
nese by harsh measures at any other ports, 

Lieut. Jane of the United States flagship 
Newark with a handful of marines has 
gone on an armed tugboat on a hazardous 
exploration up the Pei Ho river to ascer- 
tain how far it is navigable for war ves- 
sels of light draught. He has not yet re- 
turned. 

Relations between representatives of the 
nations here are becoming strained owing 
to the opposition by the Russians to the 
preponderance of the forces of any other 
power and particularly to the landing of 
more Japanese.

Yesterday the English torpecoboat Fame 

visited the fort at the new city, 12 miles up 
the river. It was fcund deserted and was 
Up. 
Lieut. Jayne of the Newark, trying to 
Tien Tsir by boat at the time of the 
storming of Tien Tsin, had a fierce fight 
with the chinese. 

Maj. Waller's battalion of 130 marines, 
with Commander Craddo’s British navah 
brigade, numbering 50, were camped, on 
June 22, eight miles trom Tien Tsin, where 
the railroad had been destroyed. 

At daylight on the morning of the 23d 

Maj. “aller and two companies of British 
raarched on Tien Tsin. The remuinder of 
the British and 30 Weish fusilliers sup- 
porting went up the river bank. Another 
column, consisting chiefly of Russians and 
Germans, took up the route chesen by Wal- 
ler. ‘They were repuised, however. 
On June 21 the Russians became engaged 
in a conflict with the Chinese. First Maj. 
Waller reinforced them, and then rejoined 
the British, the military college being at- 
tacked. The C hinese exploded a mine under 
the marines, merely bruising a few of the 
men. While crossing to join the English 
they were exposed to a heavy flanking fire 
and Private John Hunter was killed and 
Sergt. Taylor and Corporal Pedrick were 
wounded. Of the English two were killed 
and three wounded. The English and Amer- 
ican forces carried the village outside of 
the walled city by storm. They found in 
Tien Tsin Lieut. Irwin ag “adet Pettinglil 
with 40 men tin good con*ition. Among the 
killed also was Private Nicholas and still 
another American was wounded. 

When the Chinese attac’ed Tien Tsin on 
June 21 Maj. Waller's ec@mmand with 44 
Russians was ambushed three miles from 
that place. They were compelled to retreat, 
abandoning a three-inch rifle and a Colt’ 4 
gun and losing four killed and seven 
wounded. 

The greatest anxiety exists concerning the 
position of the foreigners at Pekin.

In ali probability the 
canal is too shallow for the lightest draught 
war vessel that floats. 

From Taku to Tien Tein its about 30 miles 
by railroad from Tien Tsin to Tungchow 
about 55 miles. But the distances by the 
river are much greater, for the Petho is as 
straight as a_Boston street—very tortuour. 
Jayn® and t3e brave mer wiil not know 
what each of the innumgrable turns of the 
river will bring them, for the whole coun- 
try is immensely populous, and many con- 
siderable towns dot the Petho’s banks. 

The tug in which Jayne is making his 
desperate research probably is. like most 
big tugs, 125 feet long. It probai¥y is armed 
with two, possibly more, rapid-firing or 
Maxim guns. 

Such a tug could carry &% or W marines 
besides the tug's crew. The marines, of 
course, woud be armed with rifles and re- 
volvers,. and. ft is likely, with cutlineses 
It would be easy to ann provisions for 3% 
days. The difficuity would be to stow away 
enough coal for a long trip.

Senator James K. Jones, chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, came to 
town last night, but his presence and ex- 
pression of opinion did not do muc h toward 


clearing up the fate of ‘1€ to 1.’ 
Sulzer is coming this afternoon, and per- 


haps he may have something to say that 


will be of value. He spent yesterday with 
Mr. Bryan at Linceln, and George Fred 
Williams of Massachusetts, who is here 
proclaiming ageinst the movement to side- 
track the ‘16 to 1" ‘phrase, says that Sulzer 
ml be with him in demanding that a plank 
quite as rabid as any that the Massachu- 
setts orator may demand be incorporated 
in the platform. 

It looks today as if the greatest fight 
and most interesting feature of the con- 
vention will be over the silver plank. Noth- 
ing seems to have been definitely settled re- 
garding the exact reading of this feature 
of the platform. The plank ts still open for 
discussion. 

Apparently the party leaders have no 
more definite plan of action regarding it 
than they have concerning the actual work 
of organizing and conducting the conven- 
tion. Mr. Bryan seems to be standing un- 
decided between two sets of advisers. On 
the one side he is being urged by the more 
vyadical silver men to “stand pat.’ In this 
group are Chairman Jones, Senator Ben 
Tiliman of South Carolina, Mayor Carter 
Harrison of Chicago, George Fred Williams 
of Massachusetts and William Henry Sulzer 
of New York. They have been trying to per- 
gsuade him for several days that his assent 
to the proposition that the phrase ‘16 to 1” 
be omitted from the platform would be 
pothing more than treason, 

Before he can assent to the proposition 
that he demand the incorporation of a spe- 
cific silver platform Mr. Bryan will be com- 
pelled to harken to the warning and cajolery 
of the new and powerful conservative ele- 
ment which has for its policy the modifi- 
cation of the platform to the extent of 
leaving out any direct reference to silver. 

The chief spokesman of this conservative 
element suggests new companionships in 
political history. There is ex-Senator David 
Bennett Hill, who was a radical gold man 
in 1896; ex-Gov. W. J. Stone of Missouri, 
ex-Gov. John FP. Altgeld of Illinois, John 
R. McLean of Ohio, all silver men in 1896, 
and good old Horace Boles of lowa, who 
sought to promote peace by a compromise 
middile-of-the-road policy. 

These men have been advising Mr. Bryan 
to surrender to the inevitable and be satis. 
fied with a general reaffirmation of the Chi. 
cago platform. 

As the champhbans of each cause come 
to Kansas City they are contending for the 
domination of public sentiment by making 
as much noise for and against the ‘16 to 1” 
propaganda as their lungs will permit. 

Mr. Bryan alone apparently holds the 
key to the situation. There is na doubt 
that the convention will do as he Jjikes, re. 
gardiess of the wishes of either of the cults. 

Bryan seems to be standing between twa 
Ideals, the affections of neither of which 
he is willing to sacrifice. It is for him to 
say Which is to be the winner. He hae not 
as yet made his choice. 

The leaders will get here on Monday and 
thrash out the problem.

Most of the big guns will arrive Saturday 
evening and Sunday morning. Croker and 
Murphy are expected tomorrow. Augustus 
Van Wyck and Harry Walker came up 
from Springfield this evening. 

Congressman Sulzer is the only ~rvice- 
presidential candidate who has actually en- 
tered the fleld with headquarters and fly- 
ing banners. He has been to Lincoln to 
confer with Mr. Bryan and returned this 
evening. 

Shively of Indiana definitely dropped out 
of the race this morning. He has been 
tippe off that Indiara is too far west to 
furnish the vice-presidential candidate and 
has gracefully accepted the isappoint- 
ment. 

“I whl not be a candidate,” he said, 
I will not open hheacquartets.”’

It develops that there was more than a 
mere desire to ses the country and to visit 
Mayor Ralph Walker that caused Judge 
Augustus van Wyck to go to Sprinefield. 
Ex-Senator Edward Murphy, despito his 
many denials, is really a candidate for the 
vice-presidential nomination, and the chief 
ree of Judge van Wyck’s visit to Spring- 
feid was to ask Tom Delaney to present 
Senator Murphy's name to the convention. 
Delaney accepted the honor, and if the 
New Yorkers center on Senator Murphy he 
will give the convention a good sample of 
the Missouri brand of oratory. 

The attitude o% the New Yorkers gives a 
good idea of the effect of the quiet cam- 
paign fer harmony and reunion that has 
been carried on for months. 

One of the few New York men here, an 
eapes supporter of Sulzer, said this morn- 
ne: 

‘Of course I'm for Sulzer, but that is 
only a personal preference. For the first 
time in the history of the party. Tammany 
and the state Democracy are in harmony, 
and there will be no differences between 
Hill and Croker Ve are determine] to 
unite the Democra party and are willing 
tc make concessions to that end. We dv 
not care a cent whether 16 to 1 goes into 
the glatform or not. we are for it. We are 
rot here looking for trovble. We don't 
propose to start anything. We are for any 
vice-presidential candidate the convention 
selects, though, of 
would te wisciom to nomunate a New York- 
er. We went harmony, and we will meet 
the West and South more than half way 
to get it.”’ 

So it is with the men from Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Missouri and all the rest of the 
great Western states that led in the com- 
paign of 1836, end against which there was 
<0 much bitterness among BPastern Demo- 
crats in the last campaign. While the 
Fiasterner says: “‘Put 16 to 1 in tho plat- 
form if you choose," the Western says: 
“Leave out the 16 to 1 plank !f you think 
it wise."’ 

Bryan, of course, 
this reuniting of the party, 
leaders have helped.

thoroughly understand cach other. The eon- 
rar te in which centers the great climax 
of a widespread and effectual movement for 
harmony is expected to put the party oan 
the foundation that sustained it prior to 
1892. Stone's interview given to the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday was a manifestation of 
this movement. 

Webster Davis is 
Democratic leaders, and there is a very 
strong intimation in his utterances that if 
the Demoacratic platform contains a plank 
to his liking on the Boer war, he will come 
out openly for Bryan.

Former Gov. Stone arrived this morning 
He is at the Baltimore, with Col. 
Bell, who was here ahead of him. The 
ernor immediately after breakfast went 
inspect the building across the street rented 
for Missouri headquarters.

They feel that their promptness 
in putting up a bond of $50,000 when the 
convent’on was awarded to Kansas City, 
their herculean efforts to rebuliid the great 
hal] in less than three months after its 
destruction on April 4, deserves something 
better than the treatment accorded them by 
the national committee. 

Former Gov. Stone has been in favor of 
the largest geenrosity to Kansas City, but 
he cannot control the committee, althougn 
his effarts have done much to mdify the 
first cecision. 
There is ome unpleasant 
the allotment of press seats. The local com- 
mittee, like all such, got the notion that 
it would have the final word on the distri- 
bution of presss eats and went ahead to 
allot them in their own way. To their sur- 
prise, they learned that the national com- 
mittee reserve dthe right to distribute the 
press seats, and there has been som kicking 
as a rsult. 

Contests from the District of Columbla 
and Montana will be presented to the com- 
mittee on credentials.

A DAY WITH WILLIAN J. BRYAN 


Coming Nominee for President Enter- 
tains His Visitors With a Drive 
Out to the Farm.

LINCOLN, Neb., June 30.—Two § vice- 
presidential movements, one aggressive, the 
other mild, are in Lincoln. Congressman 
William Sulzer of New York is the proprie- 
tor of the active boom, and Col. James 
Hamiiton Lewis has charge of the passive 
boon. 

“New York has no candidate amd will 
present none,’’said Mr.Sulzer. ‘‘I will have 175 
votes on the first ballot outside of New 
Yark, and that will indicate to New York 
the direction in which to move.” 

BDight hours later a small man in a blue 
suit, white waistcoat and enormous blonde 
whiskers, walked into the Bryan home. He 
was James ‘Hamilton Lewis of Seattle. 

‘Three states and Alaska have instructed 
for me,"’ he said; “but I realize my boom 
is not big enough to cause me to bolt the 
ticket in the event of my defeat.’’ 

After scattering compliments right and 
left and tossing off a few poetical sentences 
on the situation, Col. Lewis submitted his 
boomiet to Mr. Bryan. It got the same 
reception as the Sulzer affair and that was 
simply a courteous one, free from pledges. 

While Mr. Bryan will not discuss the plat- 
form, it is known that R. L. Metcalf of 
Omaha will personally represent him in 
the commitee on resolutions. Mr. Metcalf 
has a direct and specific 16 to 1 plank, which 
he will offer. Mr. Bryan, despite the pres- 
sure of other leaders, still adheres to reiter- 
ation of 16 to 1 in the platform. While 
ne takes but little interest in the vice- 
presidency, being perfectly willing the con- 
vemion should choose twee man, he takes 
a lively interest in the platform and, despite 
efforts of ex-Gov. Stone, Cheirman J. G. 
Johnson of the executive committee, and 
others, there will be a radical 16 to 1 plank, 
if Mr. Bryan has his way. 


P“Bhould such a plank be adopted, it will be 
subordinated. Four issues—trusts, imperi- 
alism, income tax and militarism—will fig- 
ure in the campaign in front of silver. 

Several representatives of the Traveling

INSISTS ON SIXTEEN TO ONE 


Sulzer Comes Away From Bryan’s 
Home Strenuous for the Language 
Expressing the Exact Ratio. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 30.—When Con- 
gressman Sulzer leaves for Kansas City 
this afternoon the popular supposition 
among the Democratic po.iticians now in 
Lincoln is that he will take with him the 
expressed wishes of Mr. Bryan as to what 
should be contained in the financial plank 
of the platform to be presented to the 
Democratic national convention. 

Mr. Sulzer is regarded here as the mouth- 
piece, for the time being at least, of the 
New York delegation. In any event he is 
its representative so far as the Lincoln 
end is concerned. Mr. Sulzer himself is 
for a positive, specific dec.aration for free 
silver coinage at a ratio of 16 to l. He 
will not be satished with a reaffirmation 
of the Chicago platform. 

“To attempt to hedge or shelve etal.” 


tion would be cowardly and a betr@yal, 
said Mr. Sulzer. “It would be an Imis- 
sion to the Republicans that we have ac- 
cepted their contention that free silver is 
a dead issue and that we were wrong and 
that they were right in the fight of four 
years ago. It is folly. and faise to assert 
that free silver is dead, either East or 
West. In my last canvass for a seat in 
Congress in a district almost in the shadow 
of Wall street I made silver the whuole Is- 
sue, and my majority was the largest ever 
given in the district. I made the fight on 
this issue against the advice of party 
leaders, too.’ 

Whether ‘Mr. Bryan takes the same stand 
as Congressman Sulzer neither gentleman 
will say, but it is the general cpinion that 
they are not far apart. 

It is noteworthy that J. Hamilton Lewis 
entertains for Mr. Bryan the same attitude 
as that of Mr. Sulzer. Following an ex- 
tendec conference at the Bryan home, Mr. 
Lewis said. 

“I am satisfied Mr. Pryan, if it were left 
to him, would not consent to the omission 
from the platform of an explicit declaration 
for free silver at 16 to 1.’’ 

By the time Mr. Sulzer reaches Kansas 
City most of the members of the New York 
delegation will be there. Richard Croker 
and ex-Senator Murphy will have arrived 
by Sunday morning at the latest, and, on 
the tenor of Mr. Sulzer’s report, it Is pre- 


dicted, will depend their subsequent action,’ 


It is rot improbable that Messrs. Croker 
and (Murphy may find time to run to Lin- 
coln and see Mr. Bryan themselves before 
the convention meets, though no one now in 
Lincoln can speak with authority on this 
subject. 

Mr. Sulzer’s vice-presidential boom did not 
suffer as a result of his Lincoln visit. He 
made the acqaintance of a few of whe Ne- 
braska delegates, and the coupling of his 
name with that of Mr. Bryan found appar- 
cnt favor. 

“T am not a candidate for second place 
on the ticket in the sense of seeking it,” 
said Mr. Sulzer. ‘‘Naturdally, I am gratified 
at the support which has been promised 
me, and I certainly would not decline the 
nomination. 

‘Furthermore, I believe I am safe in say- 
ing if the sentiment at Kansas City de- 
velops in my favor I can command the 
support of the New York delegation.

TO REMOVE WARTS. 


There are several varieties of warts, 
among them those known as children’s 
Warts, senile warts and common warts. 

It is best to isolate the wart before ap- 
plying the acid, and this is easily done by 
spreading a thin layer of wax or spermaceti 
over the adjacent surface 

Repeated applications of strong acetic 
acid, nitric acid, lunar caustic in pencil, 
tincture of chloride of iron and hydrochloric 
acid wil] remove warts. The growth is to 
be touched lightly with the caustic pencil 
or one or two drops of either of the acids, 
repeated two or three days if necessary. 

In applying any of these remedies care 
must be taken not to touch with them the 
surrounding skin, else a stain and scar 
may result. 

A simpler treatment, not always effective, 
consists of first applying a strong solution 
of washing soda to the warts several times 
a day for three or four days and then paint- 
ing them with etherial] tincture of tannin. 

The part should be kept covered during 
treatment until the scab which forms sepa- 
rates. 

Senile warts occur on the skin of elderly 

persons. As they are sometimes the com- 
mencement of a form of cancer they should 
receive the attention of a skilled physician, 
who will readily remove them ia save the 
patient possible years of pain. 
Electrolysis is the best method for remov- 
ing warts from the face, as it does not 
leave a scar if the operation is properly 
performed, whereas the acid may and Is 
very apt to leave a permanent mark in its 
wake.

“Who is this man Ruhlin that defeated 
Sharkey so decisively?’ 

About three years ago Ruhlin was em- 
ployed as foreman of a gang of labarers at 
the Werner Printing Co.'s works at Akron. 
He had up to that time been mixed up in 
several bouts, which gave him a local rep- 
utation, but at that period a ring career 
was searcely to be predicted for him. 

Ruhlin was born in Canton, O., which 
has within recent vears leaped into fame 
as the home of other great men, 26 years 
AZO. While yet a mere child his parents 
remaved to Akron and have resided there 
ever since. As a boy, Ruhlin worked in a 
brickvard and it is probable that in car- 
rying bricks he laid the foundation for his 
great muscular development. He had no 
trade, but was considered a good steady 
workman, 

In Akron Ruhlin bears a good reputation. 
He was always considered a respectable 
young man even by those who frown upon 
the prizering. He’ was a member of the 
Akron gymrasium, but his athletic prac- 
tice was confited principally to boxing and 
football. His heavy build and good phys- 
ical development made him a formidable 
opponent ‘in both. As a. member of the 
Akron football team he was an ugiy man 
to go against and with Ruhlin in the game 
there was ture to be a strong argument 
no matter now good the opposing line. 

Ruhlin’s adoption of the ring as a pro- 
fession came ebout through his defeat of 
Steve O'Donnell at Akron. Billy Madden 
brought O'Donmrell to Akron to ght Ruh- 
lin, and the Jatter put up such a good ar- 
ticle of tizht that Madden began negotia- 
tions on the wpot to get Ruhlin into his 
stable and develop his talent. Within a 
short time che deal was completed, Ruhlin 
went to New York and his career under 
Madden's management is well known to 
those who reep posited on ring history. 

Ruhlin's first fight of any comeequence 
was with Yank Kenney, who defeated the 
Akron boy in fourteen rounds. All his 
early victories were won more on his great 
strength and his ability to take punish- 
ent than by reason of ‘iis science. While 
he was considered a fair boxer, yet his 
strong point was give and take, and he 
could usually take more than his oappo- 
nent. From the reports of his battle with 
Sharkey. it would seem that he has learned 
a few things about scientific boxing, and 
his training of Corbett for his recent fight 
with Jeffries was no doubt a good course 
of instruction for Ruhlin. for it is certain 
that Ruhlin only needed some of the ring 
reneralship and wisdom of Corbett to make 
lis great strength count. 

Ruhlin has paid off 
the homestead. This sounds lke a press 
awent’s stale story, but in Ruhilin’s case 
it's a true bill. His parents are poor and 
hardworking people, who had bought and 
partially pald for a home in Akron. When 
Ruhlin fought Jim Jeffries a draw in San 
Francisco a few years ago, he made a good 
stake out of it. Part of the proceeds went 
to wipe out the mortgage on his parents’ 
home.

END OF THE WORLD PREDICTED 


Scientists Declare That Our Excessive 
Use of Nitrogen Will Couse All 
Life to Disappear.

NEW YORK, June 29.—Prof. Edward At- 
kinson of Boston and Dr. George 8. Her- 
rick of Chicago informed the sweltering 
public of this city today that unless some 
one got a hustle on, this world would be- 
come barren and all animal and vegetable 
life would disappear. That they gave us 
full 100 years’ grace before extinction lght- 
ened their tale of woe very little. 

All the impending trouble results from 
our excessive use of nitrogen without a 
corresponding increase in the supply. Dr. 
Atkinson says that this is the greatest 
problem of the coming century. 

“The earth’s supply of nitrogen is be- 
coming exhausted rapidly owing to the in- 
creased demand for its products on ac- 
count of growing population and the spread 
of civilization. What is lacking, or will 
be lacking soon, is the fertilizing property 
that sustains and fosters animal life. This 
is potash. It is absolutely Necessary to 
existence. 

“The greatest source of supply is now 
in the big mines at Strassfort, Saxony, but 
it is tremendously expensive. 

‘‘'The man who, in the next hundred years, 
discovere a potash mine, or something to 
take its place, will confer a greater favor 
on posterity and bring greater renown and 
wealth to himself than the finding of scores 
of gold mines, or even diamonds as big as 
boulders. We need the potash and the dis- 
covery must be made soon.”

Sister Nivedita is in secular life Miss 
Margaret E. Noble, an Wnghsh woman, 
whose interest in India led to her joining 
the Vedantic order in which she is enro!lgd. 
She came to the United States some iInonins 
ago in the interest of the Ramakrishna 
School for Girls, about to be established in 
Calicutta. Miss Noble says: 

“It is wholly a mistake to suppose that 
[ haye renounced either my nationality or 
my religion in poecoming a sister of the 
order. Christianity is the nursery in which 
my spiritual thought was trained. In ac- 
quiring the larger lessons of life that come 
when the world opens to us, we do not re- 
nounce the valuable teachings of the nur- 
sery. 

“My abject is to educate the Hindoo etrl 
as the English and American girl is being 
educated, without any impertinent inter- 
ference with her religsous beltefs or social 
customs. We make a serious mistake in 
such interference. The ‘Hindoos are far in 
advance of us in social problems. As a 
people they are on a much higher level, in- 
tellectually and spiritually. Ovur cultivation 
is muscular and mental, and does not tend 

eliminate the brute. The human brute 
be fourd with us in every grade of 
society, while in India he is unknown. 
The customs that need to be changed there 
must be left for their own tnitiative, and 
all desirable innovations will come in due 
season. 

“Even the prescribed cooking among the 
Hindeos is indicative of their exquisite re- 
finement. Thev will use nothing, not even 
a vegetable that looks like bleod. Ontons 
are regarded as having an evil magnetism. 
Cheese is refused because ft is ill-smefiing. 
They will die beside their cattle in ttme of 
famine, but mot to save life would they eat 
heef. In everything there is the revolt of 
refinement against coarseness.”
